Washington, Xov. 13.— The United 


Stales supreme court upheld the state 


. laws of California and 
Washington 


prohibiting Japanese from owning or 


leasing lands in those states. 


In the Washington case, which was 


used as a precedent for the California 


decision, tiie court declared: 
“ Each 


.stale, in the absence of any treaty 
provision conferring the right, may 
enact 
laws 
prohibiting 
aliens 
from 
owning land within vits borders. 
Un­ 
less the right to own or lease land 
is given by fhe treaty, no question 
of conflict can arise.” 
The Washington case brought into 
■question the commerce 
and 
naviga­ 
tion treaty between the United States 
and Japan, it being contended in the 
lest suit that the state act was in 
conflict with this treaty. 
'Fhe court 
Jheld: 
‘‘The etate act, in our opinion, it> 
not in conflict with the 
treaty 
be­ 
tween the United States and Japan. 
The preamble declares it to 
be 
a 
treaty of commerce and navigation,’ 
and indicates that it was entered into 
for the purpose of establishing the 
rules to govern the commercial inter­ 
course 
b tween 
the 
two 
countries. 
The 
o .ly 
provision 
that relates 
to 
owning or leasing laud is the first 
paragraph of Article 1, which is as 
follows: 
‘The 
citizens 
or 
subjects 
or each of the high contracting par­ 
ties shall have liberty to enter, travel 
and reside in the territories of the 
other, to carry on trade, wholesale or 
retail, to own or lease and occupy 
houses, 
manufacturers, 
factories, 
warehouses, and 
to employ 
agents, 
etc.’ 
“ If the .language left the treaty pro­ 
visions obscure, the court finds the 
letter of Secretary of State Bryan to 
Viscount Uchida, Ju ly lb, 1 li 16, shows 
that it was in accordance with the 
wish of Japan that the right to own 
land was not conferred by the treaty.” 
In the California decision the court 
declared: 
“ The treaty between the 
United 
State« and Japan 
does 
not 
confer upon 
Japanese, .subjects 
the 
privilege of acquiring or leasing land 
for agricultural purposes.

Although the chayote is used here 
chiefly as a vegetab le, it also lends it­ 
self to use as a forage crop, an orna­ 
mental vine, for green.« for producing 
b lanched shoots which are used like 
asparagus tips, and as a straw which 
is used in making extra q uality orna­ 
mental b askets, hats and other arti­ 
cles. 
In preparing ehayotes for the 
fab le they are usually euf crosswise 
into thick slices, pared, and b oiled un­

LAWS OF TWO 


STATES UPHELD 


Prohibit Japanese From Owning 


or Leasing Lands. 


SUPREME COURT'S DECISION 


Each State, In the Absence c f Any 


Treaty 
Provision 
Conferring 
the 


Right, It Is Held, May Enact Laws 


Prohibiting 
Aliens 
From 
Owning 


Land 
W ithin 
Its 
Borders— Cases 
From California and. W ashington. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—The United 
S tates supreme court upheld the state 
. laws of California and Washington 
prohibiting Japanese from owning or 
.leasing land., in those states. 
In the \\ Hshingtou cane, which was 
used as a precedent for the California 
decision, the court declared: 
“Each 
stmt . in the absence of any treaty 
provision conferring the right, may 
enact laws prohibiting aliens from 
owning land within ,Kits borders. 
Un­ 
less the right to own or lease land 
is given by Che treaty, no question 
of conflict can arise.” 
The Washington case brought into 
question the commerce and 
naviga­ 
tion treaty between the I nited States 
and Japan, it being contended in the 
test suit that the state act was in 
conflict with this treaty. 
The court 
held: 
‘‘The state act, in our opinion, is 
not in conflict with the treaty be­ 
tween the United States and Japan. 
The preamble deciares it to 
be 
a 
treaty of commerce and navigation,’ 
and indicates that it was entered into 
for the purpose of establishing the 
rules to govern the commercial inter­ 
course 
between the two 
countries. 
The only provision that relates to 
owning or leasing laud is the first 
paragraph of Article I, which is as 
follows: 
The 
citizens 
or 
subjects 
or each of the high contracting par­ 
ties shall have liberty to enter, travel 
an d reside in the territories of the 
other, to carry on trade, wholesale or 
retail, to own or lease and occupy 
bouses, 
manufacturer*, 
factories, 
warehousers, and to employ agents, 
«te.’ 
“ If the .language left the treaty pro­ 
visions obscure, the court finds the 
letter of Secretary of State Bryan to 
Viscount I chid*, July 16, 1916, shows 
that it was in accordance with the 
wish of Japan that th* right to own 
land was not conferred by the treaty.” 
In the California decision the court 
declared: 
“The treaty between the 
United Staten and Japan does not 
confer upon Japanese subjects 
the 
privilege of acquiring or leasing land 
for agricultural purposes, In the case 
before us the prohibited 
(lass in­ 
cludes ineligible aliens only. 
In the 
m atter of classification 
the 
states 
have wide discretion, 
Each has its 
own problems, depending pa circum­ 
stances existing there. 
It is not al­ 
ways practical or desirable that legis­ 
lation shall be the aam* in different 
nates. 
We can not say that the fail­ 
ure of the California legislature to ex­ 
tend the prohibited class so as to in­ 
clude eligible aliens who have failed 
to declare their Intention* to become 
citizens of the United 
States was 
arbitrary or unreasonable.”

armies” in Bavaria made a demand on 
Dictator Von Kahr that he give a 
voice in the Bavarian dictatorship to 
the “Hitlerites.” 
The demand on behalf of the group 
of small military organizations was 
made by Captain Ehrhardt, command­ 
er of Ehrhardt’* “vikings,” who. in­ 
sisted that Von Kahr agree not to 
molest the Hitler forces. 
The de 
maud was met with a curt refusal on 
the part of the Bavarian dictator, who 
immediately issued a proclamation as­ 
serting: 
“Full 
executive 
power 
in 
Bavaria rests in my hands, and 
I 
consider myself responsible, not only 
to Bavaria, but to the whole German 
people for every step. 
Bavaria shall 
be the nucleus of the new and honor­ 
able German state.” 
The Social Democratic party sent 
a demand to the central government 
that the 
reiehatag 
be 
immediately 
called into session and that 
some 
definite program for “maintaining the 
unity of the reich” be promptly insti­ 
tuted. The Socialists also demanded 
further currency and 
exchange re­ 
forms. 
Adolph 
Hitler, 
Bavaria’s 
fascist! 
leader, was 
arrested at 
Uffing, on 
Lake Staftelsee, near 
the 
Bavarian 
Alps. 
After the chief of his press depart­ 
ment 
had 
-declared 
emphatically i 
that 
there 
was 
"not 
a 
word 
of 
truth in the report," aud that on the 
contrary Hitler was at Kuffstein, his 
arrest was confirmed at Dictator Von 
K ahr’s headquarters, though it was 
said that his whereabouts was being 
kept from the public. 
It was reported that after Hitler’s 
arrest he had been concealed at a 
farm house and later transferred to 
* prison at Landsberg. 
Ernst Hanfstaeugel, New York art 
dealer, one of Hitler's chief aides, is 
caid to be the leader at KulfsteRi who 
is attempting to rally the Hitler fol­ 
lowers. 
There is less excitement in Munich 
and the “movement” is believed to 
he dying out.

COLONS PAVUR MELLON PLAN 


Tax Reductions Would Lower Cost of 
Living, It Is Claimed. 
Washington, Nov. 13.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon’* plan for sweep­ 
ing tax reductions has the approval 
of leaders in congress, he revealed. 
The moment the reductions become 
effective, Mellon said, the country will 
witness an immediate decline in the 
cost of living. 
As an instance, he 
pointed out, the railroads, now hard 
pre*spa to pay dividends and taxes, 
would be enabled to borrow money 
at a lower rate of interest, 
As a 
result, he believes, there will be A, 
reduction in the high freight rates 
on all commodities* now a big factor 
in the maintenance of high prices. 
The big attraction for the proposal, 
he feels, is that which would reduce 
the highest brackets, or surtaxes, to 
tweuly-five per cent, 
He said the 
present system has proved a failure 
bemuse 
where the governm ent ex­ 
pected to collect a vast sum, the 
real wealth is escaping taxation al­ 
together.

expresses the view that ‘sending an 
army corps to capture him seems tile 
only way to compel the former crown 
prince’s surrender.*’

Now Grown in ll. S. 


Is R e la te d to Cucumber and Squash— 
Provides Excellent Fall and Early 
W inter Vegetable. 


Among the plant immigrants to this 
country 
from 
Central 
America, the 
chayote promises to be one of the most 
satisfactory for use in the inild-win- 
t«*red regions of the South Atlantic and 
Gulf Coast states and parts of Califor­ 
nia. 
The fruits and tubers of the 
chayote 
were 
among 
the 
principal 
tends (if the Aztecs, Mayas and other 
peoples previous to the Spanish con­ 
quest of .Mexico and Central America, 
and the \ine today is one of the prin­ 
cipal food plants of the Inhabitants of 
these regions, where it occupies the po­ 
sition hortieulturally that the potato 
does in more northern districts. 
The 
chayote has been grown for more Hum 
a generation in restricted areas of the 
South, where it has been known vari­ 
ously as vegetable pear, mirliton, and 
itt|\ngo squash. 
Tile chayote is related to the « ucum- 
her and ."quash, although the fruits are 
not similar, ranging in color from dark 
green to ivory white and Tri size from 
t hose weighing a few ounce** to fruits 
two pounds or more in weight. 
T h e re 
are also wide variations among the 
■ hayotes as to surface and shape. 
In 
tho South the chayote provides an ex­ 
cellent 
fall and early winter table 
vegetable, the period of fruiting ex­ 
tending 
from 
early 
October 
until 
frost. 
Owing to Its vigorous growth 
and prolific yield, a single vine in the 
garden or yard will produce more than 
enough chayotes for tlie average fain- J 
ily under favorable soil and climate 
conditions. 
.Although the chayote is used here 
chiefly as a vegetable, it als** lends it- 
"clf to use as a forage crop, an orna­ 
mental vine, for greens for producing 
blanched shoots which are used like 
asparagus tips, and as a straw which 
is used in making extra quality Oma* J 
mental baskets, hats and other arri- | 
oles, 
In preparing chayotes fo r the j 
table they a re usually cut crosswise 
into thick slices, pared, anti bolled un­ 
til tender In just enough salted water 
to cook them. 
They may 
then be 
creamed or buttered and served. 
Be­ 
cause of Its delicate texture and mild 
Ila vat the chayote is especially desir­ 
able for use in salads. 
It is prepared 
as above described, cooled, and then 
served on lettuce leaves with mayon­ 
naise or French (in-sing.
